The Council strongly condemns the wanton killing of 
those humanitarian workers. 

I would like to request members to stand and 
observe a minute of silence in memory of those six 
humanitarian workers who so tragically lost their lives 
on 26 April 2001. 

The members of the Council observed a minute of 
silence.

(S/2001/413) before it. If I hear no objection, I shall 
now put the draft resolution to the vote. 

There being no objection, it is so decided.

The President: There were 15 votes in favour. 
The draft resolution has been adopted unanimously as 
resolution 1349 (2001). 

The Security Council has thus concluded the 
present stage of its consideration of the item on its 
agenda.
